For which Reafon it was thought 
expedient toabſtra& theſe few Pages from the-reſt-of the Treatiſe, and 
to hang them up in the Face of the Nation, as the moſt lively Picture of 
the Senſuality, Vanity and Treachery of the Romiſh Profeſſion. The 
Words themſelves are theſe. In ſhort, ſays he, there 1s/ nothing cones” 
nearer in Government to the Divine Perfection, then where the Monarch,

Popety is ſuch a thing as,cannot;] but for: want of a Word tq expreſs it, be , 
called a Religion: Nor is it to be mentioned with that Civility which-is - 
otherwiſe decent to be. uſed, in ſpeaking of the Differences of Human 
Opinion about Divine Matters. ;Were it either . opea Judaiſm, or plain 
Luckery,: or honeft Paganiſn, : there is yet, @ certain Bona Fides/ in the moſt 
extravagant-Belict, and Sincerity'of an erronepys;P: ofeſlion* may ;render 
ir more pardonable : -But this is a Compound of all the Three, -an Extract 
of whatſoever -is moſt Ridiculous and Impions in them, incorporated 
with more peculiar Abſurdities of its own, in which thoſe were deficient ; 
and all this deliberately contrived, knowingly carried on hy the bold Im- 
poſtare of Prieſts,. nnder the Name of Chriſtianity. The 'Wiſdom of : 
this/fifth Religion, this laſt and linſolenteſt Attempt-upon: the, Credulity 
of Mankind feems to me '{thongh not ignorant otherwiſe of Times, De- 
greeSand Methods of its Progreſs) principally to have. confiſted in their 
owning the Scriptures to'be the Word of God, - and the Rule of Faith 
and Manners, but in prohibiting of the ſame time their common.Uſe, or, 
the Reading of them in pnblick Churches, hut in a Za Franſlation 70.

_ For nothing, indeed; but-an-extraorginary -Temper aud: Ingenuity-'of, 
Spirit, ahd that roo aſſiſted by a Diyaner Influence, could poſlibly;reſtrain;.

He by his Diſpenfetiaty anatyls, Coatradts | 
ao rey RN EE On between Princes,or detwixt them-and 
their People, and gives Allowance in Caſes which God and -Nature pro- 
hibits. He, as Clerk of the Spiritual Market, hath fet a Rate, upon all 
Crime : The more flagitions they are and abominable, the better Com- 
modities, and Men pay only an higher. Price as far greater Rarities; . So 
that. it ſeems as if the Commands of God had been invented meerly to 
erect an Office for the Pope ; the wore. Chriſtians Men are, the better 
Cuſtomers : And this Rome does by the fame Policy People its Charch, as 
the Pagan Rome did the City, by opening a Sanftuary to all MatefaQtors. 
And why not, if his Power be indeed of ſuch Virtue and Extent, as 1s 
by him challenged ?. That he is the Ruler over Angels Purgatory and Hell. ' 
Ehat-bis Tribunal and Gods are all one. That all that God; he can do, - 
Clave non erram, ahd what he does is as God, and not as Man. That 
he is the. Univerſal Head of the Church, the fole Interpreter of - 
Scripture, and Judge of Controverſic. That he is above General . 
Councils. . That his Power is Abſolute, and his Decrees infallible. That 
he can change the very Nature of things, making what 15 Juſt to be Un- * 
juſt, and what is Vice to be Virtue. That all Laws are in the Cabinerof - 
tys Breaſt. That he can Difpenſe with the New Teſtament: to the great ' 
Injury of the Devils. That he is ſtill Monarch of this World, and that 
he can diſpoſe of Kingdoms and Empires as he pleaſes. Which things - 
being granted, that Stile of Oprimum, Maximum, & Supremun 
Numen in Terrss, or that.of Dominus Deus nofter, Papa, was no ſuch ex- ' 
traordinary ſtroke of Courtſhip, as we reckoned : But it was rather a 
great clowniſhneſs in him that treated ſo mighty a Prince under the ſimple | 
Title of Yice-Dew: The Exerciſe of his Dominion is in all Poins ſuit- 
able to this his Pretence. He antiquates the Precepts of Chriſt, as things 
-oaly of good Advice, not commanded : But makes it a Mortal Sin, even 
to:donbt of any part of his own Religion, and . demands, under Pain of 
J)amnation, the SubjeQtion of all Chriſtians to his Papal Anthority : The : 
denying of two things ſo Reaſonable as blind Obedience to his Power, and 
an' Implicit Faith to his Do&rine, being the moſt unpardonable Crime 
under his Diſpenſation. He has indeed of late been ſomewhat more re-: 
rentive thaw formerly, as to his Faculty of diſpoſing of Kingdoms, 'the 
thing not having ſacceeded well with him in ſome Inſtances: But, he-lays: 
The ſamechim ſtill, continues the ſame Inclinttion;” and{though Vel-; 
vet- Headed hath the more Jtch to be Puſhing. And however in 
order 'to any occaſion he keeps himfelf in breath always by (cur- 
{ing one Prince or other upon every Maunday. Thurſday : Nor is thereany, 
whettier Prince or Nation, that Difſemts from his Uſtrparions, -but are. 
anatked ont nnder the Notion of Herericks to Ruine'and Deſtrution, when- 
_ Never he ſhall give the Signal. - That Word of Herife-miſapplyed;/'thark: 


Krved hint for f-many-Ages to juſtific all the Executions, ::Aſlafſmitions, 
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Warrs, Maſlteres and Devatations, whereby his Faith hath been pronas- 
gated z of which our Times aHo have not wanted Examples, and os 
to be expected for the future. For by how much any thing is more falſe 
and unreaſonable, | it requires more Cruelty toeſtabliſk it : And to intro- 
duce that whichis abſard, there muſt be mewhat done that is barbarous. 2 
But nothing of any Set in Religion can be more recommended. by all © 
theſe Qualities than the Papacy. The Pagan: are excuſable by their na- = 
rural Darkneſs, without. Revelation. * The Jews are tolerable, who ſee 
not beyond the Old Teſtament. Afhome: was ſo honeſt as to own what 
he: would be at, that he himfelf was the greateſt Prophet, and-that his 
was a Religion of the Sword. So that theſe were all, as I -may ſay, of 
another Allegiance,, and if Enemies, yet not Traytors: But the Pope 
_ Chriſtanety hy Profeſſion, doth in Doctrine and Practice renounce + 
it: And prefuming to bethe only Catholick, does perſecnte thaſe to the 
Death, who. dare worſhip: the Author of their Religion, inſtead of his - 
pretended. Vicegerent. . Ek | 
And yet there is nothing more evident, notwithſtanding his moſt no- 
'torious Forgeries, and Falfification of- all Writers, than. that the Pope - 
"was for ſeveral Hundred of Years an honeſt Biſhop, as ether M:n are, and 
never £o much as dreamed upon the ſeven Hills, of that Univerſal Power, 
which he is now come to, Nay, was the firſt that appoſed any fach Prg-- 
tention. But ſome of them, at laſt; - growing wiſer, by foiltiag, a coun-- 
terfeit Donation of Coarftamwure, and wreſting «nacher Doaation from our 
Saviour, advanced themſclves in a Weak, Igaoragt and Credulous- Age, - 
to that Temporal and Spiritual Principality that they arc now fixed .of ; .. 
Ts es Petrus, & ſuper hanc Petrem, edificabo Eccleſiam meam.. Never was - 
a Biſhoprick and a Verſe of Scripture ſo improved by good Management. . 
Thus, by —_— the Quality of Chriſts Vicar, the publick FanCtion, . 
under an inviſible Prince, the Pope, like the Mayors of the Palace, . hath - 
ſt his Maſter aſide, and delivered the Government over to a new Line 
of Papal Succeſſion. But who can, unleſs wilfully, be-ignorant: what . 
wretched Doings, what Bribery, what Ambition there are, how:long the 
Church is without an Head, uponevery Vacancy, till among the Crewof * 
bandying Cardinals, the Holy Ghoſt hath declared for a Pope of the French .. _ 
or Spaniſh Faftion. It is a Succeſſion like that of the Egyptian Ox ( the liv- * 
ing Idol-of that Country ) who dying, or being made away by the - - 
Prieſts, there was a ſolemn and general Mourning, for want of a Deity. ; . 
until in their Conclave they had found out another Beaſt with the-very 
ſame Marks as the former. whom they themſelves adored, and with great - 
Jubilee brought forth to the People to Worſhip. Nor was that Elettion -- 
a groſſer Reproach to Human Reaſon than this is alſo te Chriſtianity. 
Surely It is the greateſt Miracle of the Romiſh Chnrch, that it ſhanld 3 
ill continne, and that in all the Time the Gates of. Heaven ſhould not. © 
prevall againſt it, - | WT 
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ti; almoſt allcorieduabie! how: Prifices can yet fer « Power. ſo'; ls. "i 
vid ons, and Nodtrine ſo deſtructive to all Government: © That ſo 
part of the Link ſhould be alienared aad condemned 'fo, as they call it, 
Pious Uſes. Thar ſuch millions of their People, asthe Clergy, - ſhould, 
by remaining unmarried, either-fruſtrate Hunan Naiure, if they> live 
chaſtly, or, if otherwiſe, adulterate it. That they ſhould bepriviledgetl 
from all Labour, all publick Service, and exempt-from the Power of all 
Secular Jurifdliftion. That they, being all bound by fri& Oaths and 
"Vows of Obedience to the Pope, ſhould evacuate the Fealty due-to: the 
'Sovereign. >, Nay, that not only the Clergy but their whole People, if df 
the Romiſh Perſuaſion, ſhould be obliged to rebel' at any: -rim#-.npon the 
Popes Pleaſure. And yer how many of the neighbouring/Princes are-con- 
tent, or do chuſe to reign upon thoſe Conditions ; whik being 1o diſho- 
novrable and danggrons, ſurely ſome great and more' weighty. Bene 
does'cauſe them ſublpit. Whether: it he out of penſanal-Fear 
heard perhaps of ſeveral Attempts which the blind/ObediedcÞ-of -Popy 
Zelotes hath executed againſt their Princes: 'Or, @phether zimitg, at a
